There was a_ covered 
bridge across Pea River which 
Agee described, but his 
attention was focused mostly 
on the roads which he found to 


be very rough. 


There were not any good 
roads here in Coffee County in 
the 1850s and indeed, very 
few public roads of any kind. 
The main roads connedtec| 
Elba with the county seats 
of the adjoining counties. One 
led from Elba through Indigo 
head (Clintonville) to Dale- 


ville on westward to Monte- | 
zuma (Andalusia) in Coving-| 
ton County, one north to Troy 


to Pike County and one south 
through Geneva to the Gulf at 


Fort Walton, Florida. There 
roads were very crude, being 
little more than clearings 


through the woods. In the low 


arid places logs were used to 
form a corduroy bed to pre- 
vent bogging. Farms and home- 


sites were widely scattered 


and the roads between com- 


munities were maintained by 
the individuals. The usual 
mode of travel was by horse- 


back. 


The United States Census of 


Coffee County in 1850 showed 
a population of 6,940, of whom 
6,380 were white, 557 were 
slaves, and 3 were free per 
sons of color. There were 
893 white families in Coffee 
County in 1850 with an aver- 
age of 6.03 people per family, 
whereas in 1860 there were 
1,375 families with an aver- 
age 5.96 people per family. 


As in all frontier settle 


ments, a large percentage 


ofthe people was bom in other 
localities. Most of the origi- 


nal settlers came from Georgia 


and all except about three per 


cent came from South and 


North Carolina. No rich Vir- 


ginia planters moved into this 
section of Alabama. Nearly all 
of these not natives of Ala- 


bama had been bom South of 


the Mason and Dixon Line. 
Only ten people in the county 


in 1850 were bom North of 
the Mason and Dixon Line. 


Most of the early settlers 
in Coffee County were pooi,

ture for this disturbance 
included such names as
